Joyner Library at East Carolina University in Greenville, North Carolina has an original 
copy of The Edward Moseley Map ofNorth Carolina. The map, dated 1733, shows a 
great number of the names of settlers living on the banks of the waterways and elsewhere 
in North Carolina at that time. 

There are two lists: one is 
by location, and the other is alphabetical with a key to the location list. We hope these 
lists will provide a resource for people whose ancestors’ family names may be on the 
map.
